To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Godstone  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  past  year  Introduction, 
relative  to  the  health  of  the  District  which  is  under  iny  superin- 
tendence as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  conditions 
affecting  the  same,  together  with  the  means  that  have  been 
adopted  for  improving  them.  I would  first  mention  that  the 
report  will  have  reference  to  a larger  area  than  that  dealt  with 
in  previous  years,  inasmuch  as  the  Parish  of  Lingfield  has  been 
added  to  the  District  over  which  you  have  jurisdiction,  by  order 
of  the  County  Council,  made  December  28th,  1894,  as  from  the 
appointed  day,  after  enquiry  duly  held,  and  which  has  materially 
enlarged  the  same,  whereby  it  now  consists  of  fifteen  Parishes 
containing  a Population  in  the  aggregate  of  28,044  persons  of 
all  ages,  and  extends  over  an  area  of  53,183  acres. 

Commencing  with  the  liainfall  : — The  nature  of  the  Rainfall,  &c, 
weather,  which  is  so  frequently  a topic  of  conversation  with  all 
of  us,  has  its  influence  upon  health,  and,  by  its  variability  or 
otherwise,  so  affects  the  climate  of  a district  as  to  favour  the 
development  and  consequent  prevalence  of  certain  kinds  of 
diseases,  and  is,  therefore,  deserving  of  consideration.  Extremes 
of  heat  and  cold  are  factors  of  that  nature,  and  these  were 
characteristic  features  of  the  past  year,  the  latter  part  of 
January  and  most  of  February  being  occupied  by  continuous 
frost,  and  shewing  a mean  temperature  of  83  and  29  respec- 
tively ; whereas  June,  July,  August  and  September  were  of  the 
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opposite  character,  and  shewed  a mean  temperature  of  61,  64, 
63  and  62  respectively.  As  regards  Rainfall,  July,  August, 
October  and  November  were  the  wettest  months,  but  the  average 
for  the  year  fell  7-55  inches  below  that  for  1894,  and  1-27  below 
that  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  following  Tables,  kindly  furnished  to  me  by  Mr  Moffat, 
of  the  Priory  Gardens,  Nutfield,  give  the  various  readings  in 
detail,  and  will  be  of  interest  by  their  influence  upon  the  soil 
and  its  temperature.

Deducting  from  this  Total  of  Population  that  of  the  Metro- 
politan Asylum  and  the  Barracks  at  Caterham  there  remains  a 
balance  of  20,192  for  the  districts. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was 
573,  composed  of  287  males  and  286  females,  being  only  one 
male  in  excess  of  females,  and  producing  an  annual  rate  of 
28-37  per  1,000,  which  is  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  pre- 
vious three  years. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  Population  of  each 
“ Locality  ” is  estimated  by  deducting  the  deaths  from  the 
births  registered  in  each  year,  and  adding  the  difference  to  the 
estimated  population  of  the  previous  year  similarly 
obtained,  and  so  in  like  manner,  yearly,  from  the  census  of 
1891.

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  was  8G0,  which,  after 
deducting  180  as  having  occurred  in  the  Asylum  and  2 in  the 
Barracks'  at  Caterham,  leaves  228  for  the  District,  representing 
a rate  per  1,000  of  15-62,  which  is  above  the  average  for  the 
previous  three  years. 

The  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  52,  and 
equivalent  to  90  per  1,000  Births,  which  is  below  the  average  of 
the  previous  three  years. 

The  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  numbered  13,  which  are  at  the 
rate  of  -6  per  1,000,  which  is  considerably  beloAV  the  average  of 
the  previous  three  years,  and  those  due  to  other  Respiratory 
diseases  30,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  1*4  per  1,000, 
also  below  the  average. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  diseases  usually 
called  Zymotic  was  7,  and  equivalent  to  a rate  of  -34  per  1,000, 
which  is  considerably  below  the  average  of  the  previous  three 
years. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  34-6  per  cent,  were  amongst 
those  of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

The  following  Tables  shew  the  statistics  for  the  year, 
together  with  one  summarizing  those  of  the  three  previous  years 
with  the  average  drawn  therefrom,  by  which  comparison  may  be 
readily  drawn.  From  this  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  past  year 
was  below  the  average,  particularly  as  regards  the  general  death 
rate  and  that  due  to  Zymotic  diseases  which  are  usually  con- 
sidered preventable,  and  therefore  satisfactory.

The  adoption  of  this  Act  has  been  of  much  assistance  in 
giving  me  early  intimation  of  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  those 
Infectious  Diseases  included  in  the  schedule,  and  enabled  me  to 
give  advice  to  persons  interested  with  a view  to  checking  their 
spread,  but  this  only  combats  one  of  the  difficulties  which  arise 
under  such  circumstances.  The  following  Table  gives  a detailed 
statement  of  the  number  of  cases,  the  localities  in  which  they 
occurred,  and  the  number  of  houses  invaded,  by  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  total  number  notified  was  129,  distributed  amongst 
14  localities,  and  in  77  different  houses.  Five  terminated 
fatally,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  3'8  per  cent.  Scarlatina  and 
Diphtheria  predominated.  Of  the  former,  90  cases  occurred 
amongst  10  “ Localities,”  which  constitute  3-5ths  of  the  whole 
District,  and  indicates  considerable  prevalence  ; and  of  the  latter 
28  cases  amongst  7 localities,  or  rather  less  than  half  of  the 
whole  District.  The  remaining  eleven  cases  consisted  of  3 of 
Enteric  and  8 of  Erysipelas,  one  of  the  former  being  that  of  a 
visitor,  from  the  locality,  in  London,  and  notified  by  courtesy 
merely,  as  the  disease  was  contracted  after  having  left  the 
district.  Further  reference  will  be  made  to  this  Table  in  con- 
nection with  the  steps  to  be  recommended  to  be  adopted  for  the 
prevention  and  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  future.

No  death  was  registered  as  due  to  Measles  during  the  past  Measles.

Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Scarlatina,  one  Scarlatina, 
having  occurred  in  Farleigh  and  one  in  Oxted. 

This  disease  prevailed  in  epidemic  form  in  two  localities, 
viz.  : Limpsfield  and  Lingfield,  19  cases  having  been  notified 
in  the  former  and  30  in  the  latter,  amounting  to  half  the 
number  notified  throughout  the  District  generally.  Caterham, 

Oxted  and  Godstone  also  shared  the  prevalence,  having  had  10, 

10  and  9 cases  respectively. 

Two  deaths  only  occurring  amongst  90  cases  notified  indi- 
cates an  exceedingly  mild  type  of  the  disease,  which  corresponds 
with  the  experience  of  other  Districts  throughout  the  country, 
although  one  of  these  proved  fatal  after  only  three  days’  illness. 

Three  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  disease,  which  Diphtheria, 
ranks  next  to  Scarlatina  in  prevalence. 

Twenty-eight  cases  were  notified  as  occurring  in  seven 
localities,  and  Limpsfield  again  was  the  chief  sufferer  in  that 
regard,  having  had  14  cases.  A noticeable  feature  was  that 
seven  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  amongst  whom  there  had 
been  three  cases  of  Scarlatina  five  months  previously,  and 
which  may  have  rendered  them  somewhat  susceptible  to  its 
influence. 

It  being  exceedingly  difficult  to  distinguish  true  Diphtheria, 
and  arrive  at  a correct  diagnosis  as  to  the  real  character  of 
certain  forms  of  sore  throats  which  often  precede  outbreaks  of 
this  disease,  by  clinical  observation  merely,  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  have  made  arrangements,  through  their  Medical 
Department,  to  assist  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  a right 
conclusion,  by  undertaking  to  examine  bacteriologically  any 
specimens  of  material  obtained  from  the  throats  of  doubtful 
cases,  and  forwarded  by  them  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Board  for  that  purpose. 

The  cause  of  Diphtheria,  too,  having  been  now  ascertained 
to  be  due  to  the  implantation  of  a definite  micro-organism  or 
Bacillus  upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat,  or  air 
passages  of  a susceptible  individual,  and  which  during  the 
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process  of  its  growth  produces  certain  poisons,  which  being 
absorbed  give  rise  to  the  symptoms  of  the  disease,  it  is  only  by 
the  detection  of  the  presence  of  the  organism  in  the  secretions 
that  positive  proof  of  the  existence  of  true  Diphtheria  can  be 
determined. 

The  Board  have  at  the  same  time  restricted  these  services  to 
the  examination  of  specimens  taken  from  first  cases  of  a series 
only. 


Advantage  was  taken  in  three  instances  of  this  arrange- 
ment by  me,  and  the  result  of  the  examination  was  that  in  one 
only  was  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus  ascertained  to  be  present,  and 
in  the  other  two  negative  results  were  obtained. 

No  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  any  of  the  other 
diseases  mentioned  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act 
as  required  to  be  notified. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  cause  in  Cater- 
liam  and  Godstone  respectively,  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  its 
having  been  at  all  prevalent  in  the  district  at  any  time. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  cause  in  Cater- 
ham,  Limpsfield  and  Lingfield,  only  one  of  which,  however,  was 
under  five  years  of  age  (being  14  days  old),  and  was  the  result 
of  artificial  feeding. 

Influenza  prevailed  during  February  and  March,  and  was 
the  cause  of  10  deaths  distributed  over  seven  localities. 

The  workhouse  at  Blechingley  again  suffered  through  the 
disease  having  been  introduced  by  a casual.  Notwithstanding 
that  the  case  was  at  once  isolated  in  the  small  hospital  attached 
to  the  workhouse  for  that  purpose,  18  others  supervened,  two 
of  which  terminated  fatally. 

Having  thus  dealt  with  the  occurrence  of  the  zymotic 
diseases  and  their  mortality,  it  behoves  me  to  allude  to  the 
means  that  were  adopted  for  their  treatment  and  prevention,  at 
the  same  time  indicating  the  difficulties  that  presented  them- 
selves in  the  way  of  their  efficient  and  complete  control  against 
their  extension. 
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First,  I would  mention  that  it  was  chiefly  amongst  the 
families  of  the  poor  that  these  infectious  diseases  occurred, 
whose  dwellings,  as  a rule,  consist  of  not  more  than  three  apart- 
ments, and  that  it  was  quite  the  exception  that  they  invaded  the 
well-appointed  and  secluded  houses  of  the  rich,  not  more  than 
ten  of  the  129  cases  notified  being  so  situated. 

Secondly,  taking  into  consideration  that  the  average  num- 
ber of  inmates  of  the  houses  of  the  former  is  five,  without 
including  lodgers  who  are  generally  taken  in  with  a view  to 
making  up  the  rent,  it  was  practically  impossible  to  prevent 
spread  to  the  rest  of  the  family  on  a case  breaking  out, 
especially  as  frequently  happens,  when  the  type  of  disease  is 
mild,  scarcely  incapacitates  the  patient,  and  may  be  passed  over 
unrecognised  in  consequence. 

Isolation  of  the  sick  from  the  healthy,  so  far  as  was  prac- 
ticable, was  strictly  enjoined,  and  disinfectants  supplied,  but 
such  measures  were  rendered  nugatory  in  many  instances  by 
the  conditions  prevailing  to  which  I have  alluded,  and  the 
disease  extended  to  other  members  of  the  family  to  the  number 
of  forty  or  more  instances. 

The  means  therefore  at  command  were  quite  insufficient,  and 
the  provision  of  others  better  adapted  to  attain  the  end  in  view 
forces  itself  for  consideration. 

That  hospital  provision  is  the  most  effective  means  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection,  according  to  present  knowledge,  is  univer- 
sally admitted, and  after  receiving  early  intimation  of  the  existence 
of  a case,  its  immediate  removal  to  a place  of  isolation  con- 
stitutes the  best  method  of  checking  the  spread  of  the  infection. 
By  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act, 
1889,  the  first  has  been  attained,  so  that  provision  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital  is  the  one  thing  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
the  second,  and  to  be  logical,  becomes  its  corollary. 

Such  a provision  is  virtually  a method  of  insurance  against 
sickness,  which,  as  I.  have  pointed  out,  for  the  most  part  falls 
upon  the  families  of  the  poor,  and  of  those,  therefore,  least  able 
to  bear  the  cost  and  increased  expense  of  nursing  and  other 
items  incidental  to  a long  illness,  to  say  nothing  of  the  possible 
loss  sustained  by  the  wage-earner  having  to  give  up  work  for  an 
indefinite  period,  which  can  only  be  gauged  by  the  nature  of 
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the  illness  ami  number  dependent  upon  him,  which  in  the  case 
of  Scarlatina  would  probably  be  not  less  than  eight  or  ten 
weeks’  duration  before  the  house  and  clothing  could  be  disin- 
fected, and  the  sufferers  allowed  to  mix  with  others  with 
safety. 


A little  consideration  will  shew,  at  what  a comparatively 
small  annual  cost  or  rate  of  insurance  such  provision  could  be 
effected  for  this  District. 

Taking  the  rateable  value  roughly  at  £120,000,  a penny 
rate  would  produce  £500.  According  to  a recent  estimate,  a 
suitable  hospital  and  its  appendages  could  be  set  up  for  £5,000 
— which,  if  provided  by  way  of  loan,  spread  over  a period  of 
thirty  years,  would  cost  about  £275  per  annum  including 
interest  and  repayment.  So  that  the  above  rate  would  provide 
all,  and  leave  a substantial  balance  to  meet  the  yearly  expenses 
of  maintenance,  thereby  affording  means  whereby  much  misery, 
hardship,  and  even  death  would  be  prevented  among  all  classes 
of  the  community.  Had  such  an  Hospital  been  available,  it  is 
fair  to  assume  that  the  number  of  second  cases  to  which  I have 
alluded  would  have  been  materially  reduced,  if  not  entirely  pre- 
vented, and  at  a cost  small  in  comparison  to  the  result 
obtained. 

Visits  were  made  in  all  cases,  and  advice  given  as  to  the 
best  method  of  isolation  so  far  as  the  individual  circumstances 
would  allow,  and  disinfectants  supplied  ; and  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  the  case  the  rooms  were  fumigated,  and  clothing 
destroyed  which  could  not  be  otherwise  dealt  with  efficiently 
and  with  due  regard  to  the  possibility  of  a re-appearance  of  the 
disease  at  a future  time.  In  one  instance,  however,  of 
Diphtheria,  a fresh  case  occurred  in  which  the  bedding  had  been 
overlooked  and  had  not  been  destroyed  after  having  been  used 
by  one  which  terminated  fatally  after  only  three  days’  illness. 

Disinfection  of  55  houses  was  thus  effected  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector.  This  lead  up  to  the  question  of  the  advantage  which 
would  accrue,  and  expense  saved,  by  the  purchase  on  the  part  of 
the  Council  of  a suitable  steam  disinfector  which  could  be  either 
of  a movable  type  and  capable  of  being  taken  into  different 
parts  of  the  District,  or  permanently  fixed,  say  on  the  proposed 
site  of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  various  articles  conveyed 
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there  to  bo  dealt  with.  There  are  several  in  the  market  now, 
which  are  reasonable  in  price  and  can  be  readily  obtained,  the 
latest  being  one  constructed  by  Dr.  Thesh,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Essex  County  Council,  which  has  the  advantage 
of  being  efficient  and  of  moderate  cost.

Passing  on  to  a detailed  statement  as  to  each  Locality,  I 
have  to  report  as  follows  : — 


BLECHINGLEY. — Population,  1,983;  Births,  GO;  Deaths, 
23  ; giving  rates  per  1,000  of  33-26  for  the  former,  and  11-08 
for  the  latter.  The  number  of  Births  are  22  more  than  last  year 
and  the  death  rate  2-95  per  1,000  less. 

One  case  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever, 
was  notified,  having  been  contracted  during  a journey  by  train 
a few  days  previously. 


Proceedings  were  taken  under  this  Act  with  reference  to  an 
old  dilapidated  cottage  called  Upper  Dormers,  which  has  been 
closed  pending  its  reconstruction. 

This  matter,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  last  year’s 
report,  has  now  been  completed.  The  construction  of  the  neces- 
sary works  was  commenced  on  July  2nd,  and  finished  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  so  that  connections  can  now  be  proceeded  with, 
and  notices  will  be  served  upon  all  owners  of  dwellings  within 
100  feet  of  the  sewers  to  have  the  work  done  as  soon  as  practic- 
able. 


In  the  arrangement  of  any  modern  system  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  it  is  usual  only  to  permit  Sewage  and  slop-water 
to  enter  the  sewers,  and  to  turn  the  surface  and  storm  water  into 
the  existing  highway  drains  ; in  other  words  to  carry  out  the 
ideal  of  “ Sewage  to  the  land  and  water  to  the  streams.” 
To  meet  these  requirements  the  existing  drains  and 
culverts  have  been  retained  to  carry  off  the  storm  water, 
whilst  the  sewage  and  slop  water  alone  are  carried  in  the  new 
sewers.  These  consist  of  glazed  sanitary  socketted  pipes,  jointed 
in  tarred  gaskin  and  cement,  and  laid  with  such  falls  as  to  be 
self-cleansing,  being  in  straight  lines  from  point  to  point,  and 
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with  true  gradients.  At  each  change  of  direction,  or  gradient, 
manholes  or  lampholes  have  been  provided,  and  also  wherever 
two  sewers  join,  so  that  any  section  of  the  system  may  be  readily 
inspected  and  any  obstruction  removed. 

Briefly,  the  System  of  Disposal  is  as  follows: — 

First,  the  sewage  passes  through  settling  tanks,  provided 
with  partitions  so  as  to  interrupt  the  flow  as  much  as  possible, 
and  encourage  the  deposit  of  its  grosser  portions. 

Secondly,  the  then  partly  clarified  sewage  is  discharged  on 
to  a specially-prepared  and  under-drained  parcel  of  land,  about 
one  acre,  and  the  filtered  effluent  collected  by  a series  of  subsoil 
drains,  and  conveyed  into  the  brook. 

The  settling  tanks  are  in  duplicate  and  so  arranged  that 
they  may  be  worked  alternately  and  enable  the  deposited  sludge 
to  be  periodically  removed  without  interrupting  the  flow  of  sew- 
age on  to  the  land.  The  flow  through  the  tanks  is  even,  steady, 
and  continuous  ; the  sewage  passing  under  the  first  and  over  the 
second  partition  wall,  and  thence  over  a weir  at  the  end  of  the 
tank.  The  tanks  are  provided  with  float  boards  to  skim  the 
sewage ; and  the  weirs  at  the  inlet  and  outlet,  by  being  the  full 
width  of  the  tank,  insure  the  regular  delivery  of  the  sewage, 
preventing  a direct  current  through,  and  thus  allow  it  to  slowly 
move  forward  in  a body  and  give  every  encouragement  to  settle- 
ment. 

The  bottom  of  each  tank  is  arranged  with  a cross  fall,  and 
has  also  a general  fall  towards  the  inlet  end,  where  the  greatest 
deposit  always  takes  place ; and  the  sludge  is  discharged  into  a 
sludge  tank,  which  is  provided  with  a skimming  valve  to  enable 
the  surface  water  to  be  drawn  off,  leaving  only  the  solid  matter 
behind,  which  can  be  handled  for  sale  or  removed  as  manure. 

After  passing  through  the  settling  tanks  the  now  partly 
clarified  sewage  is  discharged  on  to  the  surface  of  the  proposed 
land. 

This  land  is  divided  into  two  main  sections,  and  each 
section  is  further  divided  into  five  bays,  consisting  of  channels 
with  intervening  wide  beds  to  permit  of  easy  cultivation. 
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A main  carrier  passes  down  the  centre  of  the  area,  and  is 
provided  with  an  outlet  to  each  bay,  fitted  with  slide  doors,  by 
which  the  whole  of  the  bays  are  under  control,  and  any  number 
in  any  position  can  be  “ laid  off”  for  cleansing  or  aeration  as 
may  be  necessary. 

Each  bed  has  a subsoil  drain  down  its  centre,  all  of  which  q-pg  p^er-beds. 
are  collected  into  an  effluent  sewer,  by  which  the  effluent  is 
conveyed  and  discharged  into  an  adjoining  stream,  being  now 
quite  clear. 

All  junctions  of  subsoil  drains  to  effluent  sewer  are  made 
in  open  pits  for  inspection,  so  as  to  check  the  working  of  each 
bay. 


The  channels  are  two  feet  deep,  but  as  the  sewage  will 
never  be  allowed  to  fill  them  to  a greater  depth  than  one  foot, 
the  line  of  saturation  is  kept  well  below  the  vegetables  or  plants 
growing  in  the  beds. 

The  sewage  is  uniformly  applied  to  the  land  under  treat- 
ment, part  of  it  being  carried  by  capillary  attraction  above  the 
line  of  saturation  to  the  roots  of  the  plants,  and  the  remainder 
is  efficiently  filtered  through  the  porous  subsoil. 

The  wide  beds,  whose  surfaces  are  one  foot  above  the  top 
sewage  level,  are  well  adapted  for  the  cultivation  of  vegetables, 
and  the  amount  applied  is  readily  adjustable  to  all  stages  of 
plant  growth. 

One  marked  feature  is  the  way  in  which  a comparatively 
wet  and  boggy  field  has  been  dried  and  made  suitable  for 
filtration  by  the  above  special  system  of  under-draining, 
whereby  the  subsoil  water  has  been  lowered  from  two  to  four 
feet. 


The  population  within  the  area  of  drainage  is  about  1,000, 
and  the  amount  of  the  Loan  applied  for  was  £1,500. 

The  whole  of  the  works  have  been  designed  and  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  Fairbank  and  Son,  of  Westminster  and  York  ; and 
Mr  James  Sharpe  has  been  the  Clerk  of  the  Works,  and  Mr  T. 
Bell,  of  Market  Weighton,  the  Contractor  for  doing  the  work.

The  advantages  of  the  above  system  would  appear  to  be  a£i 
follows  : — 

1.  No  expensive  and  elaborate  machinery  or  chemical 
treatment  requiring  skilled  knowledge  on  the  part  of  an 
attendant  is  involved,  all  being  effected  by  the  natural  force  of 
gravitation. 

2.  No  annual  expense  necessary  for  the  working  of  the 
system. 

8.  The  treatment  of  the  sewage  is  by  natural  agencies, 
through  the  influence  of  the  micro-organisms  of  the  soil,  which 
break  up  its  organic  compounds  into  elements  capable  of  being 
utilized  by  the  plants,  leaving  a clear  and  harmless  effluent. 

Having  been  completed  and  being  in  work,  it  will  serve  as 
a model  for  similar  works  to  be  applied  to  other  localities 
in  the  District  which  are  in  need  of  an  efficient  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

Twenty-one  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality 
during  the  past  year. 

CATERHAM.- — Population,  4,808  Births,  148;  Deaths, 
56  ; giving  rates  per  1,000  of  29-82  for  the  former  and  11-66 
for  the  latter. 

Sixteen  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act,  viz.  : Ten  of 
Scarlatina  and  six  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  the  latter  terminating 
fatally. 

Ten  cases  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever, 
occurred  in  eight  houses,  but  at  no  time  did  it  assume  epidemic 
form. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  connection  with  a private  school 
for  boys,  which  was  closed  for  a time  in  consequence,  one  ot 
which  was  a member  of  a family,  some  of  whom  were  affected 
with  the  disease  at  the  same  time,  whilst  on  a visit  at  East- 
bourne, and  had  been  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  there 
prior  to  this  one  falling  ill,  indicating  a possible  source  of 
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origin.  One  of  these  cases  was  removed  by  ambulance,  under 
proper  precautions,  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bromley,  by 
the  wish  of  his  parents,  and  at  their  expense. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  a row  of  cottages  bordering  upon 
Coulsdon  Common,  and  probably  contracted  the  disease  outside 
the  district,  and  of  the  remainder,  one  was  employed  at  the 
Coffee  Tavern,  where  he  might  conceivably  have  been  exposed 
to  infection  by  strangers  visiting  there,  and  the  other  two  cases 
occurred  in  the  houses  of  Tradesmen,  and  were  probably  con- 
tracted in  the  course  of  carrying  on  their  business. 

Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  as  occurring  in  four  Diphtheria, 
houses,  in  one  of  which  there  had  been  cases  on  a previous 
occasion,  which  might  possibly  have  contributed  to  the  cause. 

Two  were  in  one  house,  called  Hope  Cottages,  one  of  which 
terminated  fatally,  in  which  ihe  sanitary  conditions  were  very 
defective  ; and  the  remaining  one  occurred  in  connection  with 
the  apparent  illness  of  a pet  cat.  Material  was  taken  from  the 
throat  of  this  latter  case  and  transmitted  to  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  analysis,  with 
the  result  that  the  presence  of  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus  could  not 
be  demonstrated. 

The  contract  for  scavenging  and  emptying  of  Ashbins  was  Scavenging, 
given  to  Mr  Brush,  and  the  work  is  being  efficiently  carried  out. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  during  the  past  The  Asylum, 
year  at  this  Institution  nor  at  the  Barracks.  The  report  of  Mr 
Baldwin  Latham,  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report,  recom- 
mended a complete  re-laying  of  the  drains,  and  other  work 
towards  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings  which 
is  in  process  of  being  carried  out.  The  water  is  still  being 
boiled  prior  to  being  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

One  case  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever,  was  The  Barracks, 
reported  having  occurred  in  a soldier,  who  was  admitted  into 
Hospital  on  his  return  from  Hatfield  for  a different  ailment,  and 
developed  the  disease  two  days  afterwards. 

One  house  was  dealt  with  under  this  Act,  and  notices  Housing  of  the 
served  to  have  the  same  rendered  fit  for  habitation,  and  proper  Working  Classes 
drainage  provided,  Act, 
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Diphtheria  ; and  being  somewhat  overcrowded  also,  seven  cases 
in  all  resulted  in  this  one  house,  one  terminating  fatally.  Here, 
doubtless,  six  cases  could  have  been  prevented  had  there  been 
an  Isolation  Hospital  available  to  which  the  first  case  could 
have  been  removed. 


Five  cases  occurred  under  similar  circumstances  in  another 
house,  Grant’s  Farm,  in  consequence  of  not  being  able  to 
efficiently  isolate  the  first  case.  The  house  is  situated  upon 
a sandy  soil,  full  of  springs,  and  the  water,  in  consequence  of 
the  heavy  rains  at  the  time  and  obstruction  of  the  usual  surface 
drainage,  had  been  boiling  up  through  the  floor  of  the  dwelling, 
thereby  displacing  the  ground  air  which  had  accumulated 
during  the  previous  period  of  dry  weather.  The  surroundings  were 
also  insanitary,  with  accumulations  of  house  refuse  and  foecal 
matter  which  had,  by  their  proximity  to  the  dwelling,  inevitably 
contaminated  the  soil  from  which  the  ground  has  been  dis- 
placed. Advantage  was  taken  by  me  in  this  instance  of  the 
arrangements  made  by  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  alluded  to  elsewhere,  to  have  an  analysis 
made  of  material  taken  from  the  throat  of  the  first  case,  with 
the  result  that  the  presence  of  the  Diphtheria  Bacillus  was 
demonstrated.  The  various  insanitary  defects  were  duly 
remedied,  but  four  more  cases  occurred  which  might  have  been 
prevented  had  there  been  an  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  the 
first  case  could  have  been  removed. 


Two  more  cases  were  reported  in  Detillens  Lane,  which  were 
removed  to  the  Boys’  Home  (lent,  by  the  kindness  of  a lady  who 
maintains  it,  for  the  purpose  of  a temporary  Isolation  Hospital), 
to  which  also  a case  was  removed  from  Titsey,  with  the  result 
that  no  further  extension  of  the  disease  occurred,  which  amply 
justifies  the  provision  of  such  an  Institution. 


In  consequence  of  these  numerous  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and 
their  possible  connection  with  school  attendance,  the  school 
buildings  were  advised  to  be  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
books  destroyed  or  baked,  and  slates  washed  with  disinfectants 
prior  to  re-opening  after  the  Christmas  holidays,  which  were 
prolonged  for  a further  period  of  a fortnight,  and  the  usual 
certificate  given. 
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Inspection  of  cottages  at  Bombets  Farm,  which  had  pre- 
viously been  closed  under  this  Act,  shewed  that  one  had  been 
repaired,  and  was  occupied  without  the  usual  certificate  having 
been  given.  Notices  were  sent  to  the  owner  not  to  have  the 
remainder  occupied,  even  if  repaired,  until  the  usual  certificate 
of  their  fitness  had  been  granted. 

Forty  Nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 

LINGFIELD. — Population,  3,277  ; births,  103  ; deaths, 
33  ; giving  rates  per  1,000  of  31-12  for  the  former,  and  9-15  for 
the  latter,  which  compare  favourably. 

Thirty-six.  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act,  viz.,  thirty 
of  Scarlatina,  three  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Enteric,  and  two  of 
Erysipelas. 

Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever,  prevailed  in 
epidemic  form  during  July  and  August  amongst  the  children 
attending  the  Public  Elementary  School  at  Dormans  Land,  so 
that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  recommend  that  the  same 
should  be  closed  for  a time,  which  was  done,  under  certificate, 
from  July  10th  to  August  8th.  The  origin  of  the  first  case  was 
obscure  ; but  suspicion  attached  itself  to  several  cases  of 
undefined  sore  throat  amongst  some  children  and  others  at 
Ford  Manor,  terminating  with  a case  at  the  end  of  the  series 
with  typical  desquamation  and  recognised  as  one  of 
Scarlatina. 


These  cases  were  attending  school  at  the  time,  which, 
therefore,  became  influential  in  spreading  infection,  but  which 
ceased  upon  the  same  being  closed.  Twenty-two  cases  in  all 
were  connected  with  this  outbreak.  Sporadic  cases  also 
occurred  at  intervals,  having  a different  origin.  Five  early  in 
the  year  were  of  a mixed  infection,  following  the  return  home  of 
one  member  of  the  family  from  the  Children’s  Hospital  in 
Great  Ormonde  Street,  where  it  had  been  said  to  be  suffering 
from  Diphtheria.  The  Hospital  authorities  were  communi- 
cated with  on  the  subject,  who  admitted  the  illness  of  the  child, 
and  considered  that  sufficient  precaution  had  been  taken  against 
spreading  the  infection.  Two  cases  in  December  occurred  at 
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Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes 
Act.

Water  Supply. 


Proceedings  were  taken  under  this  Act  with  reference  to  some 
cottages  at  Blindley  Heath,  occupied  by  Oakley  and  others,  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  being  without  a proper 
supply  of  water.  These  were  successful,  and  the  houses  have 
now  been  closed  in  consequence. 

Complaints  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  of  the 
offensive  condition  of  the  Brook  near  to  Stratton  House,  due  to 
the  emptying  into  it  of  sewage  matter  in  a crude  form  from  the 
tank  on  the  Green.  With  a view  to  remedying  this,  an  addition 
of  two  tanks  to  bo  filled  with  coke  breeze  was  made  to  the 
existing  one  and  the  sewage  allowed  to  filter  through  them 
before  entering  the  brook,  and  working  in  duplicate.  This  has 
improved  the  character  of  the  effluent,  and  when  attended  to 
with  regularity  is  efficient,  but  it  must  be  clearly  understood 
that  it  is  only  a temporary  measure  pending  the  adoption  of  a 
more  perfect  scheme  of  drainage  for  that  part  of  the  village 
around  The  Green  and  northwards,  which  should  receive  early 
and  serious  consideration.  The  drainage  from  some  of  the 
houses  on  the  west  side  of  the  road  leading  to  Caterham,  at 
Tyler’s  Green,  passes  under  the  road  on  to  a meadow,  the 
occupier  of  which  has,  from  time  to  time,  obstructed  the  outflow, 
thereby  creating  a nuisance.  Nothing  but  a fresh  system  of 
drainage  will  permanently  and  satisfactorily  remedy  this 
nuisance  which,  therefore,  adds  additional  importance  and 
urgency  to  its  adoption,  as  they  cannot  be  attached  to  the 
present  system. 

Fifty-three  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality 
during  the  past  year. 

HORNE. — Population,  751  ; Births,  23;  Deaths,  6;  giving- 
rates  per  1,000  of  30-62  for  the  former,  and  798  for  the  latter. 

Two  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act,  viz.,  of  Scarlatina, 
which  occurred  in  two  separate  houses,  and  at  a considerable 
interval  of  time.  Their  origin  was  obscure,  but  having  been 
well  isolated,  no  further  extension  of  the  disease  occurred. 

The  East  Surrey  Company  have  extended  their  mains 
from  Outwood  into  this  locality,  which  will  be  a great  boon  to 
the  inhabitants. 
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Sixteen  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality  during  Nuisances, 
the  past  year. 

LIMPSFIELD. — Population,  1,525;  Births,  32  ; Deaths,  Limpsfield. 

11  ; giving  rates  per  1,000  of  2021  for  the  former  and  6'55  for 
the  latter,  which  is  very  low. 

Thirty-four  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act,  viz.  : 19  of  Notification  Act. 
Scarlatina,  14  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  of  Enteric  Fever,  the 
latter  having  been  notified  from  one  of  the  Hospitals  in 
London,  and  probably  contracted  after  the  patient  had  left  the 
locality. 

Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever,  prevailed  in  an  Scarlatina, 
epidemic  form  during  the  summer  months  amongst  children 
attending  the  school,  and  numbered  ten  cases  in  all  in  five 
houses,  due,  in  all  probability,  to  that  influence  ; but  eight 
cases  occurred  in  three  houses  at  Moorhouse  about  the  same 
time,  which  were  probably  due  to  infection  having  been  con 
tracted  at  a fete,  which  was  held  a few  days  previous  to  the 
first  case  falling  ill  in  an  adjoining  Parish  and  outside  the 
District.  Such  isolation  as  was  possible  was  enjoined,  and  by 
keeping  other  members  of  the  families  affected  away  from  school 
further  extension  of  the  disease  was  prevented,  and  without  it 
being  necessary  to  close  it.  The  remaining  case  occurred  in  the 
Boys’  Home,  and  was  contracted  before  the  boy  left  London,  as 
he  fell  ill  on  the  day  of  his  arrival  at  the  Home.  Communica- 
tions were  made  with  the  Authorities  of  the  Eton  Mission  at 
Oxford  House,  Poplar,  by  whom  the  boy  was  sent,  to  exercise 
more  care  in  the  selection  of  cases,  as  he  came  without  the 
usual  certificate  of  health  and  freedom  from  previous  contact 
with  infectious  illness. 


Fourteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  as  occurring  in  Diphtheria, 
three  houses,  in  one  of  which  the  inmates  had  suffered  rather 
severely  of  Scarlatina  a few  months  previously;  this  latter 
family  occupied  a cottage  at  Pains  Hill,  adjoining  a field  upon 
which  the  owners  had  been  in  the  habit  of  pumping  the 

i-  x.  O 

contents  of  a cesipool,  and  allowed  them  to  run  over  the  surface 
in  close  proximity  to  this  cottage.  The  previous  attack  of 
Scarlatina  may  have  left  the  throats  of  these  children  in  an 
unhealthy  condition,  and  sc  favoured  the  development  of  the 
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Nuisances.

Inspections  were  made  from  time  to  time  in  company  with 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  more  particularly  in  Upper  Caterham,  of 
houses  requiring  my  intervention,  and  notices  duly  served,  with 
the  result  that  147  nuisances  were  abated  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 

The  supply  of  Ashbins  has  received  close  attention  to  enable 
the  Contractor  to  clear  away  all  refuse  and  prevent  its  accumu- 
lation, and  notices  have  been  served  upon  those  occupiers 
failing  to  provide  them  in  58  instances. 

CHELSHAM. — Population,  454  ; births,  9 ; deaths,  8 ; 
giving  rates  of  19’84  for  the  former  and  G-60  for  the  latter  per 
1,000. 

No  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 

Three  nuisances  were  abated. 

CROWHURST. — Population,  249  ; births,  4 ; deaths,  2 ; 
giving  rates  of  16  for  the  former  and  8 for  the  latter  per  1,000. 

No  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 

Acting  on  a representation  made  by  me  as  to  the  deleterious 
quality  and  insufficiency  of  a proper  supply  of  water  to  the 
houses  situated  principally  near  the  Brickyard,  the  East  Surrey 
Company  have  extended  their  mains  from  Tandridge,  past  them 
and  up  to  the  village  to  a short  distance  past  the  Schools. 
Notices  have  been  served  upon  owners  of  houses  within  distance 
of  the  mains,  to  have  the  supply  laid  on  in  substitution  of  their 
existing  polluted  wells,  and  nine  houses  have  been  so  connected. 

Proceedings  under  this  Act  were  taken  with  reference  to  Chel- 
lows  Park  Cottage,  which,  upon  inspection,  proved  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  -without  a proper  supply  of  water.  The 
cottage  has  been  closed  pending  repair  or  re-construction. 

Two  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality  during  the 

year. 
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FARLEIGH.— Population,  117;  births,  6;  deaths,  3; 
giving  rates  of  51-27  for  the  former  and  25-64  for  the  latter  per 
1,000. 

One  case  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever,  was 
notified  during  the  past  year,  which  unfortunately  terminated 
fatally,  but  no  further  extension  of  the  disease  occurred. 

One  Nuisance  lias  been  abated  in  this  “ Locality  ” during 
the  past  year. 

GODSTONE. — Population,  2,579 ; Births,  70  ; Deaths,  30; 
giving  rates  per  1,000  of  27-14  for  the  former,  and  10-46  for  the 
latter. 

Twelve  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act  as  follows  : — Nine 
of  Scarlatina,  one  of  Diphtheria,  and  two  of  Erysipelas. 

Nine  cases  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever, 
occurred  in  three  houses,  in  two  of  which  the  outbreak  was  the 
result  of  a child  having  the  disease  in  a mild  form,  and,  being 
unrecognised,  was  allowed  by  its  parents  to  associate  with  other 
children  in  the  street.  The  origin  was  obscure,  having  been 
probably  contracted  outside  the  district  ; but  the  further 
extension  after  the  second  case  had  occurred  was  amongst  the 
members  of  one  family  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  any 
means  of  isolation  of  the  healthy  from  the  sick,  the  house  being 
small,  the  family  large,  and  not  having  any  properly  constituted 
Isolation  Hospital  to  which  the  first  case  could  be  removed. 

One  case  of  Measles  occurred,  that  of  a child  who  came  on 
a visit  from  Coventry  and  developed  the  disease  a few  days  after 
her  arrival  and  within  the  recognised  period  of  incubation. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported,  that  of  a child 
removed  to  its  grandfather’s  house  in  this  locality,  from  its 
residence  in  London,  in  order  to  avoid  contracting  the  disease 
where  two  of  the  family  were  suffering  from  it,  and  a death  had 
occurred  from  the  same  cause. 

Two  cases  of  Erysipelas  occurred,  due  to  local  defects  of 
sanitation  which  have  since  been  remedied.

Felcourt  Gardens,  of  obscure  origin,  and  one  about  the  same 
time  of  a youth  who  returned  home  from  school,  where  there 
had  been  several  cases,  and  fell  ill  the  next  day. 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  one  of  which  was 
in  connection  with  the  return  of  the  child  from  the  Hospital  in 
Great  Ormonde  Street,  previously  alluded  to,  and  the  remainder 
were  also  contracted  outside  the  district. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  reported  at  3,  Newchapel 
Road,  the  origin  of  which  was  probably  the  water  supply,  as  a 
sample  from  the  well  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of  using,  upon 
analysis,  proved  unfit  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

Two  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported  at  Saxbys  and  Wells 
Bottom  respectively,  due  to  local  defects  in  sanitation,  which 
have  since  been  remedied  ; but  in  the  former  instance,  not 
until  proceedings  before  the  magistrates  were  commenced  and 
the  hearing  fixed,  would  the  owner  agree  to  carry  out  the  work 
that  was  considered  necessary. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  this  Act  with  reference  to 
five  houses  which  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habi- 
tation, and  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  with  respect  to  five  others.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken 
in  five  instances  to  enforce  the  same  and  have  been  complied 
with. 

The  East  Surrey  Company  having  extended  their  works  to 
Dormans  Land,  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  wells 
hitherto  in  use,  and  were  found  unfit  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes,  with  the  result  that,  in  all,  thirteen  houses  had  this 
supply  substituted  for  their  existing  unwholesome  one. 

Further  attention  will  be  paid  to  this  important  question 
during  the  coming  year. 

Complaints  having  been  made  that  the  fish  in  the  Eden 
Brook  were  dying,  and  that  the  stream  was  of  an  unusual 
colour,  an  inspection  was  made  in  conjunction  with  the 
Surveyor  of  the  East  Grinstead  Authority,  with  the  result  that 
the  opinion  formed,  embodied  in  a report  by  him  to  that 
Authority,  was  that  the  pollution  was  caused  by  bye-products 
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of  gas  manufacture  being  discharged  from  the  East  Grinstead 
and  St.  Margaret’s  Gas  Works  into  the  stream  immediately 
adjoining  their  property.  Notices  to  take  steps  to  abate  the 
same  were  served  upon  those  responsible,  which  were  at  once 
complied  with. 

Sixty-nine  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality  during  Nuisances, 
the  past  year. 

A better  system  of  drainage  is  required  for  this  locality,  Drainage, 
and  is  a matter  which  should  receive  the  early  consideration  of 
the  Council  in  view  of  its  rapid  development  and  increase  of 
population  alluded  to  above. 

OXTED. — Population,  1555  ; births,  46  ; deaths,  22 ; Oxted. 
giving  rates  per  1,000  of  29-56  for  the  former  and  13-46  for  the 
latter. 


Twelve  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act  as  occurring  in  Notification  Act. 
nine  houses,  viz.,  ten  of  scarlatina  and  two  of  diphtheria,  one  of 
each  terminating-  fatally. 

The  ten  cases  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever,  Scarlatina, 
occurred  in  five  houses.  In  two  of  the  houses  involved  there 
had  been  cases  during  the  previous  year  which  may  possibly 
have  been  the  source  of  infection  and  would  account  for  three 
cases  ; two  resulted  from  a child  being  exposed  to  infection 
whilst  attending  Limpsfield  School  during  the  outbreak  in  that 
locality  ; two  whilst  visiting  London  ; and  of  the  remaining 
instances  the  source  of  origin  was  obscure. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  one  of  which  was  Diphtheria, 
probably  of  local  origin,  at  Gibb’s  Brook  Cottage,  where  the 
surroundings  were  very  insanitary  and  overcrowding  existed. 

Several  inmates  of  the  house  had  sore  throats,  of  which  this  one 
was  pronounced  to  be  Diphtheria  and  terminated  fatally. 

Defective  sanitary  surroundings,  with  foecal  accumulations  and 
overflowing  cesspool,  producing  sore  throats  amongst  clrldren 
living  in  a deficient  amount  of  cubic  space,  such  ss  existed  in 
this  instance,  generally  culminate  in  a case  of  diphtheria.  These 
defects  have  since  been  remedied.

One  condition  conducive  to  disease  and  its  extension 
throughout  the  District  generally,  which  there  is  considerable 
difficulty  in  removing  and  preventing,  is  caused  by  overcrowding, 
and  is  one  which  apparently  increases  concurrently  with  the 
development  of  any  particular  locality.  No  sooner  is  a demand 
for  sites  of  houses  created  by  the  natural  beauties  of  the  surroud- 
ings  and  salubrity  of  soil,  than  a crowd  of  workmen  appear  on 
the  scene  requiring  to  be  lodged  and  housed.  Occupiers  of  cot- 
tages vie  with  one  another  in  their  offers  to  provide  the  accomo- 
dation, and  frequently  the  larger  the  family  the  more  eager  is 
the  head  of  it  to  welcome  the  lodger  who  helps  to  pay  the  rent. 
This  state  of  things  was  particularly  rampant  in  Limpsfield  and 
Oxted  during  last  summer,  where  so  much  building  is  going  on, 
upon  one  of  which  I am  told  as  many  as  100  men  from  a distance 
were  engaged  at  one  time,  all  requiring  lodgings  for  the  week. 
Part  III.  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  was 
enacted  to  provide  for  such  contingencies,  which,  “ after 
adoption,”  empowers  the  Authority  to  erect  and  maintain 
“ Lodging-houses  ” and  “ Cottages  ” for  the  uses  of  the  Working 
Classes,  In  view  of  the  rapid  development  which  is  likely  to 
take  place  of  Limpsfield  and  Oxted  in  the  near  future  I would 
press  this  matter  upon  the  attention  of  the  District  Council, 
and  recommend  that  this  part  of  the  Act  be  adopted  so  far  as 
these  contributory  places  are  concerned,  believing  that  they 
would  be  remunerative,  and  not  add  materially  to  the  rates  by  the 
expense  involved. 

Twenty-three  instances  of  this  overcrowding  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  past  year,  and  15  houses  have  been  closed 
under  the  Act ; hut  the  knowledge  of  the  difficulty  there  is  in 
persons  thus  displaced  being  able  to  find  other  dwellings  lias  a 
deterring  influence  in  availing  ourselves  of  Part  I.  of  the  Act, 
which  would,  under  these  circumstances,  render  them  homeless. 
This,  an  Isolation  Hospital  and  improved  system  of  Drainage 
for  Limpsfield,  Oxted  and  Lingfield  are  the  questions  which 
await  the  early  consideration  of  your  Council.

course  to  adopt  in  order  to  improve  it.  He  reported  in  due 
course,  and  recommended  the  re-opening  of  a now  disused  well, 
together  with  the  erection  of  machinery  for  pumping  the  water 
into  reservoirs,  from  which  houses  could  be  supplied  by  gravita- 
tion. 

The  scheme  being  very  expensive,  another  Engineer,  Mr. 
Darlington,  was  instructed  to  report,  with  the  result  that  his 
method  was  selected  as  being  more  within  the  range  of  prac- 
ticability, and  has  since  been  transmitted  to  the  Parish  Council  for 
their  consideration.  The  question  is  one  of  urgency,  as  during  very 
dry  seasons  such  as  we  had  in  1898  and  last  year,  the  supply 
becomes  practically  exhausted  for  a time.  It  has  been  calcu- 
lated that  the  present  supply  is  equivalent  to  2i  gallons  per 
head  per  day  only,  which  is  exceedingly  small  if  that  be  fairly 
constant ; but  in  dry  seasons  such  can  never  be  the  case. 
Failing  the  adoption  of  the  suggested  scheme,  1 would  recom- 
mend the  erection  of  an  “ Emergency  tank  ” to  be  filled  during 
the  rainy  times,  and  stored  so  as  to  be  available  during  the 
summer  and  dry  months. 

Eleven  nuisances  were  abated  in  this  locality  during  the 
past  year. 

TITSEY. — Population,  282  ; Births,  4 ; Deaths,  1 ; giving 
rates  per  1,000  of  17'24  for  the  former,  and  4-81  for  the  latter. 

Act.  Six  cases  of  Scarlatina,  commonly  called  Scarlet  Fever, 

occurred  in  three  houses,  five  of  which  were  amongst  children 
attending  Limpsfield  School  at  the  time  of  there  being  several 
cases  in  that  locality.  Had  it  been  possible  to  remove  the  first 
cases  in  these  two  houses,  doubtless  the  three  others  would  have 
been  prevented. 

The  remaining  case  occurred  in  a servant  engaged  at  Titsey 
Place,  but  who  was  removed  to  Pilgrims  Farm  for  Isolation, 
and  no  further  extension  of  the  disease  resulted. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  at  Pitch  Font  in 
connection  with  those  occurring  at  Limpsfield  at  the  same  time. 
He  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Boys’  Home,  and  no  further 
spread  of  the  disease  occurred  in  the  family. 

Seven  nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 
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WARLINGHAM. — Population,  1,574  ; Births,  46;  Deaths, 
24  ; giving  rates  per  1,000  of  29'22  for  the  former,  and  15-24  for 
the  latter. 

One  ease  of  Erysipelas  occurred  in  this  locality,  due  to 
some  insanitary  surroundings  of  a very  gross  character,  which 
have  since  been  remedied. 

No  other  cases  were  reported  under  this  Act. 

Inspection  was  made  of  the  cottage  at  the  level  crossing  on 
the  South-Eastern  Railway  at  Wliyteleafe,  which  was  found  to 
be  in  an  insanitary  condition  generally.  Representations 
having  been  made  to  the  Company  on  the  subject,  the  various 
defects  were  at  once  remedied,  and  further  proceedings  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  were  thus  averted. 

Fifty-two  nuisances  has  been  abated  in  this  locality  during 
the  past  year. 

WOLDINGHAM. — Population,  101;  Births,  1 ; Deaths,  2 ; 
giving  rates  of  9’90  for  the  former,  and  19'80  for  the  latter  per 
1,000.  This  locality  is  the  only  one  in  the  district  in 
which  the  number  of  deaths  has  exceeded  the  births  during  the 
past  year. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  as  occurring  in  this 
locality,  but  upon  a specimen  of  the  exudation  from  the  throat 
having  been  submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  examination  and  analysis,  no  bacilli  were 
demonstrated  to  be  present. 

One  nuisance  has  been  abated  in  this  locality  during  the 

year. 


Forty-four  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  me  for 
examination  and  analysis  during  the  past  year,  and  certificates 
given  in  accordance  with  the  results  obtained.  Twenty-three 
notices  have  been  served  in  consequence  of  the  result,  and  in  all 
forty-nine  houses  have  been  supplied  with  a wholesome  supply 
in  lieu  of  the  existing  one,  which  was  unfit  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes.

Proceedings  were  taken  under  this  Act  with  reference  to  the 
block  of  cottages  near  the  Bridge  occupied  by  Donovan  and 
others,  with  the  result  that  a closing  order  was  obtained  for  two 
of  them,  and  time  allowed  as  regards  the  remainder  for  the 
owners  to  propound  a scheme  of  reconstruction.  This  deals 
with  a condition  of  things  specially  reported  upon  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  at  their  request  in  1893,  but  have  not  been 
effectually  dealt  with  previously  in  consequence  of  offers  to  put 
them  into  better  repair  having  been  made  and  time  being 
allowed  for  their  being  carried  out.  These,  however,  not  having 
been  done,  the  above  steps  were  taken,  and  now7  that  they  have 
been  condemned  a3  unfit  for  human  habitation,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
they  will  be  demolished,  and  this  eyesore  to  the  village  per- 
manently removed. 


A contract  has  been  entered  into  for  the  scavenging  and 
emptying  of  dustbins  of  houses  in  Station  Road,  but  the  cess- 
pools are  emptied  by  the  owners  or  occupiers,  and  proceedings 
are  taken  under  the  91  Sec.  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in 
the  event  of  their  being  neglected.  Complaints  as  to  these  have 
not  been  so  frequent  since  the  termination  of  the  Contract  for 
their  emptying,  which  had  been  in  force  for  the  previous  two 
years,  so  that  the  inference  is  that  they  are  better  done  under 
the  present  regime  and  less  nuisance  created  in  consequence. 


The  drainage  scheme  to  be  applied  to  Station  Road,  alluded 
to  in  the  Report  for  last  year,  is  still  in  abeyance  and  awaiting 
an  enquiry  to  be  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  a loan  of  TT,300  to  carry- 
out the  w’ork. 


The  important  question  of  a better  supply  of  water  to 
Harlings  Row7  Cottages  has  formed  the  subject  of  negotiations 
with  the  Limpsfield  and  Oxted  Water  Company,  which  at  present 
have  not  been  successful,  but  the  matter  is  still  being  proceeded 
with.  The  present  supply  is  quite  unfit  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes. 

Thirty-five  Nuisances  have  been  abated  in  this  locality 
during  the  past  year.

TANDRIDGE.— Population,  601  ; Births,  10;  Deaths,  7 ; 
giving  rates  per  1,000  of  16-68  for  the  former,  and  11-68  for  the 
latter. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  reported  under  this  Act, 
which  occurred  at  a cottage  in  Chathill,  the  water  supply  of 
which  had  been  previously  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  drink- 
ing and  domestic  purposes.  Notices  had  been  served  upon  the 
owners  to  have  a supply  from  the  East  Surrey  Company  sub- 
stituted, but  during  the  delay  which  occurred  in  complying  with 
them,  one  of  the  inmates  contracted  the  disease. 

A scheme  for  draining  a portion  of  the  village  from  the  Post 
Office  downwards  by  a sewer  emptying  into  a ghyll,  and  subse- 
quent irrigation  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  was  propounded 
and  negociations  entered  into  with  the  owner  of  the  land  with  a 
view  to  its  sanction;  but  these  have  not  yet  been  successful,  as  one 
of  the  conditions  imposed  by  this  owner  of  property  is  that  no 
water  closets  should  be  connected  with  the  sewer.  This  would 
have  the  effect  of  minimising  one  of  the  principal  functions  of  a 
sewer,  viz.,  that  of  carrying  the  contents  of  water  closets,  and 
thereby  render  it  practically  useless.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, the  scheme  is  shelved  for  the  present. 

Nine  nuisances  were  abated  in  this  locality  during  the  past 

year. 

TATSFIELD. — Population,  391  ; Births,  10;  Deaths,  5 ; 
giving  rates  of  25*57  for  the  former,  and  12-78  for  the  latter  per 
1,000. 

One  case  of  Scarlatina  was  notified  as  occurring  in  this 
locality  which  was  carefully  isolated,  and  no  further  exten- 
sion of  the  disease  took  place.  Two  other  children  who 
attended  Limpsfield  School,  at  the  time  of  there  being  several 
cases  in  that  locality,  were  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease, 
but  were  afterwards  pronounced  not  to  be  so,  as  the  subsequent 
course  of  the  illness  did  not  justify  the  earlier  conclusion. 

The  question  of  the  Supply  of  Water,  which  is  mainly  that 
from  storage  of  rain  water  in  tanks,  and  during  the  dry  season 
was  very  deficient  and  precariously  nearly  absent  altogether,  was 
reported  upon,  with  the  result  that  Mr.  Baldwin  Latham  was 
instructed  to  examine  into  it,  and  advise  what  would  be  the  best
